The 
pickled cucumber cornes from Eastem Europe. It is popular in Poland and 
Russia. The word “ketchup” cornes from China. “Ketchup” is the Chinese name 
for a sauce made of fïsh and spices. The fïrst recipe for tomato ketchup appeared 
in a 1792 American cookbook. 

Mayonnaise is a yellow white sauce with eggs, oil and lemon juice. It cornes 
from the Spanish Island of Majorca, but its name is French. The bun is a kind of 
bread. It cornes from an English recipe and the sesame seeds on top corne from 
the Middle East. So, the American hamburger is a truly international meal!

In my opinion, there are four lcey qualities to be 

a multicultural. 
-The first is to be open- minded. 
This means you should not judge one culture as 
better than another or believe that the way things 
are done in your culture is the best way or the only 
way of doing things. In other words, don’t be an 

“ethnocentric”. 









-Second, you must be adaptable. To live successfully in 
another culture, particularly in one that is very different 
from your own, you hâve to adapt to différences, not 
only visible différences of food, climate 
and customs but also to invisible 
différences- the different ways in which 
people of other cultures understand and 
interpret the world and their different 
values. 




-Fourth, you must be interested in other 
cultures. Try to leam their language, 
find out about their country, and develop 
a real understanding of their culture. 


Third, you ought to be sensitive. 

That means you should be able 
to see things from the other person’s 
point of view and avoid doing things 
that people of another culture might 
find strange, unacceptable or 
offensive, even if in your culture, 
such things are normal.

Since the sixteenth century there has been a belief that universal principles 
should exist to institute a world- wide justice, hence the idea of a common world 
citizenship; a given fact which you practice daily without realizing it.

Hospitality to the guest, sympathy 
for the underdog, love in ail its forms, 
sharing food, keeping clean, aid for 
aged, young and infïrm collecting 
garbage, seeking truth, ail are evidence 

of cooperative “world laws”. 


Those who tried to expand these world laws were often considered as 
idealists, utopians, sentimental humanitarians, then came the 20 th century. 
Electricity and electronics eliminated time and distance as barriers between 
humans. 



Today, with Computers and Satellites, that is, with 
virtually no distance and no time between humans, each 
person is a part of a global world community. Everything 
happening in the world affects, sooner or latter, each 
individual. 


A middle East war raises the price of oil for everyone; 
an atomic bomb exploding in the south pacifie can mean 
leulcaemia for a baby bom in Dayton, Ohio; dumping 
radio-active waste off the coast of Florida can mean radio¬ 
active first caught by fishermen off the coast of island, 
Great Britain, France or Spain; a shortwave radio placed 
anywhere on the surface of the globe receives a babble of 
voices-and ideas- from ail corners of the world community. 








Everything is happening at once and everything is 
happening to every body. This is the most revolutionary 
fact of our century. 

Universal world citizenship, then, is the only dynamic 
identity capable of reconciling the human being with the 
planetary community. 

There is no other pathway to the future.. .and to the stars.
